Diamond Flelda of India.

As “Number flive” only she 
became endeared to readers, and her 
principal characteristic was a low, 
rich, well-modulated voice. 

The railroads of this country are di¬ 
vided into live great systems, viz: The 
Vanderbilt, tlie Pennsylvania, the Mor¬ 
gan-11111, the Gould and the Ilarriman, 
writes Charles A. l’routy, member of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission. 
These five systems, together with the 
Atchison, the Rock Island and the St. 
Paul, control about 1:55,000 miles of 
road. There are 200,000 miles of rail¬ 
road in the Tinted States, but the other 
05,000 miles begin nowhere and end 
nowhere and are absolutely dependent 
on the live great systems. When live 
men can sit around a table and say 
that rates shall be so and so, and if 
at the end of the year tlds tiling does 
not pan out ns we think it ought to. 
wo will make it right, you have a pool¬ 
ing arrangement that cannot be reach¬ 
ed by any law. 

The reports of consuls in various 
parts of Germany to the effect that 
American goods are being closely cop¬ 
ied by German manufacturers indicate 
in one way tlie fierceness of the com¬ 
petition that is to be encountered in 
foreign markets from now on. A year 
ago It was reported that in various 
cities of Germany goods of home 
manufacture were offered for sale with 
the false and misleading placard 
“made in America" attached to them. 
Wlulo this Is likely to hamper the 
growth of American trade In European 
markets, It is nevertheless a compli¬ 
ment to tin 1 American artisan. For¬ 
eign markets cannot be closed to Amer¬ 
ican goods so long as the American 
mechanic holds bis supremacy. Ilis 
skill, supplemented by perfected ma¬ 
chinery which is t icing constantly 
brought into use, is bound to win the 
battle in the long run, 

Ex-President Patton of Princeton 
sees danger to the life of tho nation in 
the struggle for wealth mid luxury. 
He does not object so much to the ac¬ 
cumulation of wealth or to the luxury 
in which Its possessors live ns he does 
to the methods by which money is ac¬ 
quired. The desire for luxury, lie says, 
Is becoming general at the expense of 
the natlonnl conscience. Professors and 
other schoolmen are not uncommonly 
haunted by this fear for the welfare 
of society. From tlio seclusion of 
their studies they see only the struggle 
for wealth, without observing the ef¬ 
fect of the strenuous life on the char¬ 
acter of those who lead It. Because 
Dr. Patton’s fellow-citizens pursue 
wealth with characteristic American 
concentration It does not follow that 
they have no other ideal than money 
and luxury. The idle enjoyment of 
wealth seems as dangerous as the race 
after It. Benjamin Disraeli once ad- 
jieed a youthful philosopher to “pon¬ 
der less and act more.” He might 
have said substantially the same thing 
to those who tremble for the safety of 
the republic at every fresh aspect of 
the present industrial development of 
society. _ 

How humanity bows and scrapes to 
a sealskin sacque and diamonds! Good 
clothes get ready money and rags must 


pay cash. Tradesmen are too busy to 
study consciences. Mme. Humbert’s 
scheme was a stem-winder for simplici¬ 
ty. She appeared In Paris with a claim 
to the $20,000,000 estate of R. H. Craw¬ 
ford. Rival claimants were also fight¬ 
ing. The people looked on. The fact 
that there was a fight proved that 
there was something to fight for. She 
was the happy possessor of Mr. Craw¬ 
ford’s will and a vault full of valua¬ 
bles, she said. How were the people 
to know that there was no Mr. Craw¬ 
ford, no stocks and bonds, no valua¬ 
bles, no anything except ti woman who 
possessed a smile warranted to bring 
ready money out of n safe, and a nerve 
that simply outclassed anything ever 
heard of In France. She borrowed! 
Can man refuse when the borrower 
drives to the bank In an outfit for a 
king—when the burses have pedigrees 
as long as their tails, and the harness 
is gold plated? So they let her have 
the money. The money lenders handed 
over sums aggregating $8,000,000 to 
$12,000,000. Mme. Humbert enjoyed 
life. She must have possessed an as¬ 
bestos conscience, and she kept on 
fighting for the Crawford “millions” 
and talking about the bonds and stocks 
she possessed till a money lender de¬ 
manded to see tlie inside of the safe 
tu her palace. The house of cards fell. 
The safe was empty. Mme, Humbert 
departed between two days, and Paris 
mourns because of the greatest swindle 
in a century. Experience lias a money 
value, but it would be hard to convince 
those Frenchmen who are holding tlie 
bag that theirs was worth the price. 

A few years ago a man undertook to 
establish in various sections of the 
country “Don’t Worry” societies. How 
long they endured and whether any 
of them still exist we do not know. 
There is no logical reason why their 
mission should not be practicable, ex¬ 
cept, perhaps, that It is_so purely nega¬ 
tive. It is not enough to pledge one’s 
self not to worry and to remind one's 
neighbor contlmlally that he must not 
do so. Mere negation means a vacu¬ 
um. If we don’t worry, what are we 
to do? That is a question most char¬ 
acteristically American. The Ameri¬ 
can, of all human beings, is most Im¬ 
patient and intolerant of vacuums, 
from an empty stomach to an empty 
mind. If the American doesn’t worry, 
he or she must have something else to 
do. Our ndvice would be: Discard the 
negative maxim, for no one yet ever 
ceased to worry by forming a resolu¬ 
tion to that effect. Substitute for it tlie 
positive self-command: “Be cheerful.” 
Religion used always to have a gloomy 
tinge. Consolation was offered the ail¬ 
ing spirit, but It was more than offset 
with menace and dread. The truly 
living religion of to-day is different. 
It inculcates, above all, that saving ad¬ 
monition. It teaches people how to be 
cheerful. If it doesn’t do that It is 
worth nothing. Tlie most attractive 
church is tlie one in which the clear 
light enters from above, falling alike 
in pure benediction upon pulpit and 
pew. The most efficacious religion is 
one that lifts from the groveling fears 
of tlie tlesli and the finite mind. Some¬ 
times a very siifiple and unpretentious 
example of tlie fruits of cheerfulness is 
found in ordinary life. Cheerful old 
age in itself is tlie best eulogy of years 
well spent, i'ou may lie sure that It 
is never tlie sequence of the opposite 
History. There is fictitious cheerful¬ 
ness, and the real cheerfulness, that 
of the heart and the tranquil con¬ 
science. No healthy cheerfulness comes 
without work or Its equivalent, which 
may be generally defined as useful en¬ 
deavor. In its due proportion, it is tlie 
sweetening of life, which without it 
lias no honest relish. Cheerfulness Is 
a positive duty. No negative one can 
take its place. To lie cheerful is not 
necessarily to be unselfish. It is often 
!o lie seliisli I 11 tlie exalted and alto¬ 
gether commendable sense: to be one’s 
best self and therefore happiest and 
most beneficent to others.

SCARCITY OF CORKS. 

How Excessive Demand Has Developed 

Several Queer Industries. 

The fact that the world’s supply of 
cork is much less than the demand has 
been working a peaceful revolution in 
many trades. The increase in the price 
has rendered it necessary to devise 
other kinds of stoppers. This has giv¬ 
en employment to a perfect army of in¬ 
ventors, many of whom have reaped 
neat little fortunes from ingenious con¬ 
trivances. Thus far, however, all tlie 
inventions have not been able to re¬ 
store the former balance, and prices 
keep up hi an alarming manner. As 
a consequence there lias been devel¬ 
oped a trade in second-hand corks, aiijW^|j| 
under this have come into being 
little industries such as gathering 
corks, cleaning corks, and revamping 
corks. 

I 11 tlie big hotels, restaurants and sa¬ 
loons the cork perquisite is now a mod¬ 
erately valuable privilege. They are no 
longer cast contemptuously by, but 
are thrown into a box or cask, where 
they accumulate until the cork-picker 
arrives, who pays a round sum in cash 
for all offered to him. The average 
waiter and bartender now employs 
corkscrews which inflict minimum 
damage upon the cork, and in many 
places where a number of bottles are 
opened in tlie course of the day a steel 
cork extractor is used, which will pull 
out a co.rk from the interior of a bot¬ 
tle into which it lias been carelessly 
forced. 

The peddler who buys them sells 
them to the second-hand mail, who as¬ 
sorts them into various classes. Many 
large, corks can tie recut with consiri- 4.^^ 
orablo profit. Others which have been 
injured can be cut so as to discard tlie 
injured portions and utilize Ibat which 
is sound. Corks which have been dis¬ 
colored by grease can be cleaned by 
benzine, ammonia water, or lime and 
water. Those which have been discol¬ 
ored or flavored by medicine can be 
rendered usable by long-continued boil¬ 
ing with a small amount of chloride of 
'flue, and subsequently drying in a kiln 
or oven. The finest quality consists of 
champagne corks. These always com¬ 
mand a good price. It is possible to re¬ 
use them, and this is said to lie done 
by many manufacturers both at home 
and abroad. Others can be recut so 
as to obliterate tlie maker’s or bottler's 
name, which is usually branded upon 
tlie side or lower surface. A second¬ 
hand cork when par,affiliated can be 
used for bottles containing oils, pow¬ 
ders and aqueous solutions. They are 
[popular at present on account of the W' 
ease with which they can be taken out • 
nnd put back—New York Evening 
Post.
